Owners of old-model automobiles 
are annoyed by a knocking which oc¬ 
curs under a light load. This usually 
sounds like a carbon or advanced spark 
knock, while as a matter of fact too 
high compression Is the cause. 

Perhaps the most simi>le method 
used to reduce high compression Is by 
removing the cylinders and placing a 
thick gasket between the cylinders and 
the crank ca.se. 

How Scheme Is Worked. 

Remove the cylinders. Place tliein 
on a bench, cleaning both flange and 
engine bn.se tlioroughly. From a sheet 
of flat tin make a template, wliich must 
l)e an exact reproduction of the I>Bse 
of tile cylinders, except that all the 
openings, such as i)iston und bolt 
holes, are about one-eiglith inch larger 
tlinn tlio.se in the cylinders. 

The template is used as a pattern 
for marking out and forming the 
cylinder-raising gasket. This inetliod 
permits the gasket to be made with¬ 
out the ueeessity of placing it under 
the cylinder after each operation to | 
see tliut It is riglit. A copper asbestos 
Jacket cannot be used us a pattern, 
bpcau.se sufficient clearance is not af¬ 
forded. 

Procure a sheet of red composition 
lioard oue-qnarter Incli tlilck, ttien, 
using the template ns a pattern, mark 
out tile cylinder and bolt boles and the 
outside form on ttie composMtion board, 
using a ga.sket-cutting tool, as sliown 
■in Fig. t. and a drill press, carefully 
cut out piston and liolt holes, making 
these one-eiglitli inch larger lliaii tlie 
true diameters. With a bandsaw, 
or keyhole saw, cut tlie coiuposi- 
I tion board to conform to tlie outside 
shape of the pattern.
